— A Japanese woman photograph- 
er said she was arrested inside the Israeli Embassy in Mexico 
City recently, blindfolded and taken to an unidentified place for 
two days of questioning before she was released without expla- 
nation. “They asked me where I had put the bomb and I told 
them that I had no bomb. Then they asked me more questions,” 
said 60-year-okl MnMko Yamamoto, a correspondent-photogra- 
pher for World Photo Press of Tokyo, in an interview Monday.

Referring to the defence ar- 
gument that there was no di- 
rect evidence of a common pl- 
an to kill Mr. Sibai, Mr. Jus- 
tice Demetriades said such di- 
rect evidence was very rare.

Ceausescu tells Dayan 
Israel should pull out 
of occupied territory 


BUCHAREST, April 4 <R). —

should pull out of occupied Ar- 
ab lands as part of a Middle 
East peace settlement-

ment chid to support direct 
Egyptian-Israeli negotiations, 
the Romanian leader said a pe- 
ace accord "should take into 
consideration the interests of 
all the peoples of the Middle 
East- 

President Ceausescu conferr- 
ed for several hours with Mr. 
Dayan in their second meet- 
ing in two days. Mr. Dayan is 
on a three day visit here to ex- 
plain Israel’s negotiating posi- 
tion. 

The government-run Romani- 
an news agency Agerpres said 
Mr. Ceausescu called for con- 
tinuing negotiations for a “Co- 
mprehensive political settleme- 
nt” 

This should lead to withdra- 
wal of Israeli forces from all 
Arab territories occupied in the 
1967 Middle East war, and sh- 


ould provide recognition for 
the integrity and security of 
all states in the area, he told 
Mr. Dayan. 

Viable solutions 

Mr. Ceausescu urged that all 
sides concerned should strive 
for "viable solutions'* in accor- 
dance with an equitable and 
lasting peace, Agerpres said. 

Romanian officials described 
the discussions as cordial. Is- 
raeli diplomats, who declined 
to give details of the meeting, 
said the atmosphere was “very 
good. 4 

Romanian Foreign Minister 
Stefan Andrei, Mr. Dayan’s of- 
ficial host, attended the tal- 
ks, but the discussion was ma- 
inly, led by Mr. Ceausescu, of- 
ficials said.

It adds that Prime Minister Mudar Radran’s visit to the 
Libyan Jamahiriyah fits within the context of these moves to 
bolster Arab solidarity and joint Arab action In which Jordan has 
always believed in. 

AL DUSTOUR analyses the meaning of the recent big demon- 
stration in Tel Aviv by the so-called Movement for Peace Now 
which was organised by Israeli reservist officers. 

The newspaper says the movement by the army reservists in- 
dicates that a large segment of the men in Israel’s array and part 
of the mainstream of Israeli society are not convinced of the 
soundness of their government’s present policy. At the same time, 
the newspaper adds, the movement’s taking to the streets to ex- 
press Itself means that a new "inter-action" Is taking place on the 
Israeli scene which “might create an organisation or a new party 
opposed to Menachem Begin ’s policy on peace". 

Such interaction refutes the Israeli prime minister’s allega- 
tions that Israeli public opinion as a whole is standing behind him. 

However, it is premature to fully assess the political trends 
within this movement because up to now it bas not defined Its 
attitude towards the right of Palestinians to determine their own 
future or towards the question of Israel’s withdrawal from the 
occupied Arab territories despite its call for “territorial conces- 
sions”. Al Dusi-our says.,

In a speech 
to the villagers His Highness stressed the importance of 
agriculture and called on them to cooperate in order to 
improve their products. 

Jordan! an-Syrian pharmacists meet 

AMMAN, April 4 (JNA). — The pharmacists associa- 
tions in Jordan and Syria held a joint meeting in Amman 
early this week to discuss a number of matters of mutual 
concern. Among subjects discussed were conditions of 
pharmacists in the occupied Arab territories and ways 
■ of countering Israeli pressure on pharmacists there. They 
also discussed coordinating the Arab pharmacists posi- 
tion during meetings of the World Union of Pharmacists. 

Pakistani army chief visits Martyr’s Monument 
AMMAN, April 4 (JNA). — The Chief of Staff of. the 
Pakistani Army (Land Forces), Gen. Sadeq Rasheed 
Abbasi and the accompanying military delegation this 
evening paid a visit to the Martyrs’ Monument near 
Sports City. They were received by the commander of 
Hussein Ibn Ali brigade and top-ranking officers. Gene- 
ral Abbasi and the delegation, who arrived in Amman 
Monday on a several-day official visit to Jordan, will 
meet with top army officers and tour military institu- 
tions and army positions. 

Preparatory meet on womens seminar 
to be held here 

AMMAN, April 4 (JNA). — A preparatory conference 
will meet in Amman on April 15 for the Middle East 
Regional Seminar on Women which will be held here 
late in May. Minister of Labour Isam Al Ajlouni said 
that during the five-day preparatory conference interest- 
ed international experts will work out the outlines for 
the seminar. 

New medical centre opened in Qumeim 

IRBID, April 4 (JNA). — The health department in Irbid 
today opened a new medical centre at the town of Qu- 
meim in the Irbid govemorate to offer services to the 
town as well as three nearby villages. The new centre 
has a staff of one resident doctor, one assistant phar- 
macist and a number of male and female nurses.

The health situation 
needs a doctor 


There an two basic supply demand incom- 
patibilities in the health situation in Jordan. 
There is an honest effort being exerted to 
resolve the situation, but so for the incompati- 
bilities remain. 

First, the supply of fresh graduate doctors 
Bfms to be more than the available health 
farnirHpQ can absorb. Actually, there is a glut 
in the MJX market at large. On the other 
h<md l the market is still In need of trained 
nurses. Their supply is growing at a very mod- 
est rate. The nurse/doctor ratio is therefore 
declining. 

Second, even among doctors, an incompati- 
bility exists. Specialised doctors are growing 
In number, particularly in prestigious branches 
liiro cardiology and neurology. 

Although these specialisations are impor- 
tant, only five to ten per cent of the popula- 
tion require fee services of such specialists. 
The other 90 odd per cent still draw mainly 
on the services of experienced general prac- 
titioners. 

The World Health Organisation (WHO) has 
set the year 2,000 as a target date for compre- 
hensive mass health care. Jordan not only 
wants to comply, but needs to do that right 
now in terms of human capital planning in the 


health sector. Not enough general practitioners 
are available, and there are specialised doc- 
tors for whom jobs are scarce. 

These two incompatibilities serve as an 
excellent example of the urgent need for 
human capital planning in Jordan. This seed 
becomes more evident m three basic sectors, 
namely: administration, health and education. 

Concerning the health problem, it must be 
pointed out that health rare is one of the most 
vital social services extended to fee population 
at large. Yet it is divided between fee govern- 
ment (civil & military) and the private sectors. 
In each of the two sectors it is fragmented. 

Capital deepening which is often talked 
about in the context of physical capital is 
needed in the context of human capital. Such 
deepening may begin by bringing to equilibrium 
supply and demand. 

However, the demand for medical doctors 
is the sum of the demands for each different 
specialty. It is necessary to understand that 
the demand for a pediatrician is not similar to 
that for the M.D. populations. 

Once this differentiation sinks deep into 
our minds, we will be on the way to a solu- 
tion of the problem. That will be the day when 
our health problems emerge into the light of 
day, and vanish.

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EEC members approve 
new credit terms for 
sales to poor nations 

LUXEMBOURG, April 4 (AP). — Governments of the nine Common 
Market countries today approved new terms for government-guaranteed 
credits, under an accord with the United States and other big exporters, 
on the sale of goods especially to the poorer countries of the world. The 
object of the pact is to prevent the sellers from bidding against one 
another for business by offering lower interest rates and easier terms. 


Minimum rates ranges from 
7.25 per cent a year on two 
to five year credits for the po- 
orer countries to eight per 
cent for the relatively rich 
when they pay over periods of 
five to eight and a half years. 

Creditor countries have ag- 


reed not to disclose which co- 
untries are considered as be- 
longing to different categories. 
These are based on the ave- 
rage production of a country’s 
citizens. The industrialised co- 
untries are obviously the rich- 
est. the communist countries 


Israeli labour unrest 
grounds El Al Airlines 


TEL AVIV, April 4 (R). — 
Israel’s El Al national airline 
was grounded this morning 
when maintenance men and 
administration clerks held un- 
ion meetings during working 
hours. 

Flights were expected to be- 
gin taking off at mid-day. 

Elsewhere in the country's 
troubled labour scene a two- 
day strike by newspaper jo- 
urnalists ended, but radio and 
television journalists remained 
oc strike over pay demands. 

Shipping sources said the 
country’s longest-running stri- 
ke, a seven-week-old stoppa- 
ge by merchant seamen, ap- 
peared close to settlement, 
but teachers threatened to 
walk out tomorrow to back 
pay demands. 

The El Al employees denied 
they were on strike, saying 
they met this morning to dis- 
cuss a management letter ad- 
vising them t-haf. collective 
labour contracts were cancel- 
led from last Saturday, 

From that date, every wor- 
ker should regard himself as 
bound by a personal contract 
with management, the letter 
said. 

The El Al management has 
for years beet trying to bring 
about an end to negotiations 
with eight separate works co- 
mmittees seeking wages pari- 
ty with each other. - - 


It said it had no objection 
to workers holding meetings 
in working hours as long as 
they limited them to the after- 
noon during the airline's slack 
take-off and landing period. 

Finance Minister Simcha 
Ehrlich said a Minis terial Co- 
mmittee last night had em- 
powered the airline manage- 
ment to close down the air- 
line and reconstitute it on a 
new basis if it felt such action 
was necessary- 

But Transport Minister Meir 
Amit told Reuters today a 
cabinet decision would be ne- 
cessary to carry this out. In- 
dividual cabinet ministers have 
in the past issued numerous 
warnings of an El Al closure 
for reorganisation. 

While newspapers appeared 
again this morning the state- 
owned radio and television 
services remain off the air. 

Newspapermen went back 
to work after reaching an in- 
terim agreement with publish- 
ers who undertook to make 
an immediate loan to cover 
anticipated pay increases dur- 
ing a three-month period In 
which negotiations for a new 
contract and revised wage 
scales are to be concluded. 

But the Israel Broadcasting 
Authority said it was not em- 
powered by die government 
to make suck a loan.

IRA likely to affect Irish 
decision on nuclear power

LONDON (F.T.) — Ireland; 
one of only a handful of Eu- 
ropean countries which do not 
generate some electricity using 
nuclear power, is thinking ab- 
out joining the nuclear dub. 

The Irish government will 
decide shortly whether to go 
ahead with a plan to build Its 
first nuclear power station. A 
site has already been chosen 
on the most south-easterly 
comer of the island, Camsore 
Point in rural Country Wex- 
ford. Desmond O’Malley, the 
government minister who will 
be responsible for the decis- 
ion, has already made it de- 
ar this year that be thinks a 
nuclear reactor is just what 
Ireland needs. Supporting him, 
delegates at last month’s an- 
nual conference on Hanna 
Fail, the ruling party, defeat- 
ed an anti-nuclear motion by 
a large majority.

But if Ireland is coming 
late into the nudear age, she's 
not lagging in the ' matter of 
nudear controversy. Already 
two opposition parties, inclu- 
ding the principal one, Fine 
Gael, have called for a full

public inquiry before Ireland’s 
Electricity Supply Board ord- 
ers a £400,000 reactor. Local 
councillors and formas in 
County Wexford do sot all 
take to the notion of a reac- 
tor on their doorstep, and the 
letter columns of the Irish 
Times are moving onto matt- 
ers nudear. The first Irish 
anti-nuclear demonstrations 
are being planned. 

Ireland's nuclear opponents 
see help coming from two 
unlikely quarters: Dr. Edward 
Teller, nuclear physicist extra- 
ordinary, and the IRA. Dr. 
Teller, known as the “Father 
of the H-Bomb” and a pro- 
minent nuclear advocate, said 
at the recent EEC hearings on 
nuclear power in Brussels th- 
at there was no case for an 
Irish reactor.

Irish politicians are just be- 
coming aware of the problems 
they could face if IRA men 
got centred of a reactor bu- 
ilding and threatened to da- 
mage it unless, for instance, 
prisoners held in Port Laoise 
prison were released. 

The reactor would in time 
produce plutonium, either co- 
ntained in stored nudear wa- 
ste or in a purer form after 
the waste is reprocessed, and 
there Is always the danger of 
an extremist organisation ob- 
taining fissionable material by 
stealth or force.

LONDON, (LPS). — The in- 
stallation of a telephone link 
would seem to be simple en- 
ough -- very often simply a 
matter of stringing a pair of 
telephone wires between two 
communi ties. But there are ti- 
mes when it is rather more co- 
mplicated, and when it is not 
even possible to make a con- 
nection by conventional radio. 

There could be many reas- 
ons. 

In the first instance, of cour- 
se, there might be a vast area 
of ocean between an island co- 
mmunity and the mainland. 
Less obviously, the land sep- 
arating two communities might 
be so difficult that erecting the 
necessary telephone poles wo- 
uld cause severe technical prob- 
lems. 


Efficient and economical 


In many cases the problem 
is solved by substituting a radio 
link for telephone wires. But 


this only works satisfactorily 
if the local geographical and 
atmospheric conditions axe 
righ t , and sometimes the quali- 
ty of the signal, and hence the 
conversation, is rather poor. 
But fortunately there are other 
techniques that make it possi- 
ble for isolated communities to 
keep in touch with each other 
efficiently and reasonably che- 
aply. 

One of these is the tropos- 
pheric scatter system. It uses 
a very narrow beam of radio 
waves which are aimed at the 
sky just over the point to be 
communicated with. The beam 
is "bent*’ over the horizon by 
changes in the atmosphere, and 
scattered, some of the radio 
waves returning to earth to be 
picked up by the receiver sta- 
tion. The system is highly re- 
liable, gives a good quality sig- 
nal, and -- when the costs of 
the alternatives are considered 
--it can be very economical. 
Tropospheric equipment is ma- 
de in Britain by the Marconi 
Company. 


The strengths of the tropos- 
pheric scatter equipment were 
clearly demonstrated during flo- 
oding in Bangladesh. The floods 
had wrecked important tele- 
phone lines between key poin- 
ts, and the rescue services 
were being seriously hamper- 
ed by the 'breakdown in com- 
munications. A “trope" system 
was hurriedly erected by the 
authorities, and the vital l inks 

were restored. 

Nor is the system used only 
in emergencies. In the West 
Indies, the island of Barbados 
is connected with the regional 
communications network by a 
tropo link between Barbados 
and St- Lucia - -a distance of 
well over 160 kms.

However, it would be wrong 
to assume that tropospheric 
scatter is the answer to all co- 
mmunications problems. For a 
start, the equipment usually is 
designed to handle as many as 


80 telephone calls at once, and 
it would be beyond the financ- 
ial reach of most village com- 
munities. Some versions are ev- 
en larger. Marconi makes a 132 
channel version for busier rout- 
es, and the Barbados installa- 
tion can carry up to 240 sim- 
ultaneous calls. 


But the equipment operates 
satisfactorily over a very wide 
range. It is particularly compe- 
titive between 160 kms. and 
about 725 kms. At greater dis- 
tances satellite communication 
comes into its own. 

One important development 
in Britain illustrates the versa- 


tility of tropospheric scatter. 
It is used extensively by the 
North Sea oil and gas indus- 
try to enable offshore rigs to 
communicate with mainland 
Britain. Everything from per- 
sonal telephone calls to com- 
puterised data flows back and 
forth along the tropo chan ne If.

try for international agreement on pricing

LONDON (F.T.) — The British 
Price Commission’s proposal 
that tea. on shop shelves be 
reduced by up to five pence 
a quarter has again pushed 
tea info the headlines and 
highlighted the plight and 
problems of producer nations. 

The findings of the commi- 
ssion suggest both producers 
and consumers have a comm- 
on interest in trying to even 
out price fluctuations. It is ■ a 
point which the commodity 
producing developing countri- 
es have long been pressing 
for -- and not just for tea. 

It comes at a timely mome- 
nt because the tea exporting 
and importing countries are 
trying to\establish an --interna- 
tional Yea" agreement. 'Accord- 
ing to tea experts in London, 
if all goes well, it could be 
in force within 18 months to 
two years. 

The Food and Agriculture 


Organisation (FAO) and the 
United Nations Conference on 
Trade and Development 
(UNCTAD) have been asked to 
prepare a report on the feasi- 
bility of establishing buffer 
stocks of tea to even out da- 
maging world market fluctua- 
tions. 


June meeting 


Countries involved in the 
tea trade are to meet in June 
at UNCTAD and if the report 
is acceptable, the buffer stock 
scheme would provide the ba- 
sis for a full international 
tea' agreement. 

Among the objectives of 
such an agreement, apart fr- 
om buffer stocks, would be 
intensive promotion of tea 
and the gradual elimination 
of trade barriers in the com- 
modity. Particular attention 
would also be paid to imports 
of packaged tea and products 
from developing countries and 


Once again the countries who drink tea are trying 
to get together with those who produce it to work 
out an international tea agreement It is particul- 
arly critical for the producing countries : after all, 
the overseas consumer may be able to do without 
his tea, but the small-holder who grows it cannot 
stop living until the next good harvest 


increased their export sales

However, the key to the 
success of any International 
tea agreement appears to lie 
with the developing countries.

growing fast and want to be 
regarded as equals when It 
comes to deciding how the 
world market should be arra- 
nged.

African countries, including 
Kenya. Malawi, Tanzania, Ug- 
anda and Mozambique, pushed 
up their tea exports to 139.000 
tons In 1976 from about 
102,000 in 1970. The Asian 
countries, excluding China, 
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As far as imports go, Bri- 
tain is dominant, with Impor- 
ts of 200.000 tons in 1976. 
about 45 per cent of the tea 
consumed by developed coun- 
tries. 

The exporting countries 
were unable to agree on a 
m inimum price system in 1975 
and their working party was 
unable to make any recom- 
mendation because of a con- 
flict of interest between the 
African and Asian groups. Ke- 
nya went as far as to refuse 
to attend early meetings, 
but has now come round to 
participating. 

The importing countries ha- 
ve been sitting on the side- 
lines, according to one British 
government spokesman on 
tea. They are waiting for the 
producers to settle their own 
differences. The British gove- 
rnment however believes it 
has been as active as possible 
in pursuing the idea of a tea 
agreement and put forward a 
draft for one in April 1976. 

According to FAO statisti- 
cs, world tea production in 
1976 was 1,286,000 tons. Of 
that total, 1,096,000 tons were 
produced by developing coun- 
tries.

Soaring prices in late 1976 
were the latest in a series of 
difficulties which have beset 
the tea market. Production 
over the previous three years 
had only half kept up with 
world demand. Coffee was ro- 
cketing in price too. As Bri- 
tish blenders saw people tu- 
rning more to tea they bought 
massive stocks of tea in early 
1977. At the London auctions, 
prices went from 98 pence a 
kilo in September 1976 to 270 
pence a kilo in March 1977. 
Then they fell to 100 pence 
a kilo around May. The Price 
Commission • estimates that 
tea blenders more than doub- 
led their aggregate net profits 
between 1976 and 1977 and 
that some middlemen increa- 
sed their net profit to almost 
60 per cent of total income. 

For all the 1976 price rise,

The exporting countries al- 
so have to meet their own 
market demands. India not 
only exports the most tea. It 
consumes the most as a na- 
tion -- 287,000 tons of it bs

home production. But if they 
drank individually as much as 
the British, there would pro- 
bably be no Indian tea for 
export So the aim Is to set 
up a stable and regulated ma- 
rket, with buffer stocks to 
iron out the highs or lows.

Italian Communist 
protests police 
of new detention powers 

ROME, April 4 (R). — Italy's Communist Party today called 
a police swoop against suspected leftwingers in Rome a misuse 
of new anti-terrorist legislation. 

A new decree passed on March 21, five days after the kid- 
napping of ex-premier Aldo Mora, empowered police to interro- 
gate suspects without the presence of lawyers and detain people 
For up to 24 hours for identity checks. The decree law was ap- 
proved by the Communist Party. 

Using these new powers of detention, police yesterday sear- 
ched more than 200 homes and arrested 41 people. 

Almost 130 people were taken to police headquarters for 
questioning without the presence of a lawyer. 

Police said they were searching for clues among possible 
helpers and sympathisers of the Red Brigade guerrillas who kid- 
napped Signor Mora on March 16 and killed his five guards. 

But L’Unita, the Communist Party daily, today said the action 
concerned dozens of people against whom no concrete suspicion 
ever existed. ‘This is an mdescriminate police intervention,’ 1 the 
paper said. 

L'Unita accused the police of misusing the new decree which 
it said permitted such interventions only in case of specific and 
concrete suspicion. 

Ten of the 41 arrested were held on charges of illegal posses- 
sion of arms, but police gave no details of the weapons they said 
they found. The others were arrested on charges of associating 
to commit crimes. 

Among those temporarily detained were several members of 
the Communist Party, a journalist of a conservative newspaper 
and dozens of young leftists connected with Rome's militant stu- 
dent movement, police sources said. 

Police today continued their hunt for the 61-year-old presi- 
dent of the ruling Christian Democratic Party and the ‘“peoples 
prison" where he is being tried for "his crimes against the prole- 
tariat." 

They concentrated on Genoa harbour and also temporarily 
evacuated a prison there without finding anything of interest, a 
police spokesman said.

The minister also said that 
a big flow of U.S. arms to 
Turkey alone would change the 
balance of power between Gre- 
ece and Turkey, in dispute over 
offshore rights in the Aegean 
Sea as well as Cyprus.

Heyerdahl, crew burn 
boat in war protest 

DJIBOUTI, April 4 (AP). — Norwegian explorer Thor 
Heyerdahl and his international crew have burned their ex- 
perimental reed boat off the coast of this eastern African coun- 
try to protest the region’s wars. 

ITie burning a few kilometres offshore near Musha Island, 
ended Mr. Heyerdahl's journey designed to prove ancient 
Sumerians could navigate such craft and spread culture to 
India and Africa 5,000 years ago. 

Mr. Heyerdahl, 63, said he planned new experiments in 
navigation but gave no specifics about where or about what 
they would try to prove. 

The explorer, made famous by his Kon-Tiki Pacific crossing, 
said he and his crew decided to burn their lS-metre reed boat 
because they were unable to land on the Ethiopian coast be- 
cause of the Eritrean rebellion there. 

North Yemen, on the other side of the Red Sea, also had 
refused them permission to enter its territorial waters citing 
lack of security. 

"The world can live in peace,” Mr. Heyerdahl said after the 
burning. 

"Why this (Eritrean) war, while we, who are 11 of different 
nationalities, were able to live together on this boat for 144 
days and travel 10,000 kilometres?’’ 

The boat, made of berdi reeds from Iraqi marshlands, left 
Qurna, Iraq, at the confluence of the Tigris and Euphrates 
rivers, last November. It sailed through the Gulf into the 
Arabian Sea and Indian Ocean, ending a stop at Karachi, Pakis- 
tan, on Feb. 26 to head for the Horn of Africa. 

After his stop at this recently independent former French 
colony, Mr. Heyerdahl wanted to land at IMassawa in north- 
eastern Ethiopia --a major port in the embattled province of 
Eritrea. 


Carter decides against production of 
neutron weapons, reports N.Y. Times 


NEW YORK, April 4 CAP). 
— U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
has decided production of the 
neutron bomb would not fit 
with his goals of nuclear dis- 
armament and has decided ag- 
ainst producing the controver- 
sial weapon, the New York 
Times reported in its Tuesday 
editions. 

The newspaper, quoting un- 
identified "administration offi- 
cials”., said Carter’s decision, 
which may be announced later 
this week, was made in part 


because he hoped the Soviet 
Union would in turn show 
restraint hi deployment of 
new nuclear weapons. . 

The Times said, some admi- 
nistration officials are upset at 
Carter's decision and will try 
to persuade him to change his 
mind and to set aside produc- 
tion of the bomb indefinitely, 
rather than cancel it outright. 
The newspaper said the same 
officials say they do not have 
much hope of changing the 
president’s mind. 


The neutron bomb is a mufl 
warhead that would be placed 
on lance missiles and artillen 
shells. It produces twice the 
deadly radiation of a conves- 
thwiai nuclear bomb but leas 
fhfm a tenth as much explo^ 
power, heat and fallout. *Qris 
means the bomb can kill people 
while causing little damage to 
buildings. 

The warhead was designed 
to replace the approximately 
7,000 nuclear warheads now 
deployed ' in Europe.

DEAR MR. GOREN: 

Q.— Why is your column 
biased against modern con- 
ventions? Bridge is a science 
and ,the winning player 
needs an increasing arsenal 
of weapons if he is to com- 
pete.— R. Winters, Los 
Angeles, Calif. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 
A.— I would Like to take excep- 
tion to several statements in 
your question. The most im- 
portant is your claim that 
bridge is a science. No matter 
how many conventions you 
bring into the game, bridge will 
remain an art— in the play of 
the cards, and in the areas of 
bidding judgment. 

I have nothing against con- 
ventions per te. Many of the 
bids in what some call “Papa- 
Mama" bridge are conventional. 
The most popular of these are 
the takeout double, Stayman 
and Blackwood. I am against 
the concept of using conven- 
tions just because they are 

there, without regard to their 
merit or even whether they suit 
the styles of the players using 
them. 

There are many conventions 
which solve the immediate prob- 
lem of the player making the 
artificial bid. but now shift the. 
onus onto his partner to pro- 
duce the correct follow-through. 
Of course, if something goes 
wrong, the convention user can 
feel above reproach, but that 
attitude is hardly a healthy 
approach to a game that de- 
pends on partnership com- 
patibility for success. 

Other conventional bids are 
lifted piecemeal from a specific 
system for which they are 
desiiped and grafted onto 
methods for which they are not 
suitable. Still others give up a 
useful bid to cater to a situation 
that seldom occurs. I know a

rer who devises a convention 
each time he comes across a 
hand that creates a problem in 
the methods he is using at the 
time. He is now on nis 75th 
system, and I expect him to 
break three figures by the end 
of next year. 

The secret of winning bridge 
at any level is not simply the 

ability to employ a myriad of 
artificial bids. It is to play a 
method that you and yeur part- 
ner understand well, are 
capable of handling and can use 
in a disciplined manner. It is 
better to play a simple system 
well than to play a complicated, 
artificial system poorly. 

Q.— This was my trump suit: 

Dummy 
A 7 52 

Me 

J983 

I could afford to lose only 
one trick. What is the best 
way to handle this combina- 
tion?— R. Johnson, Detroit, 
Mich. 

A.— One way is to cash the ace 
and then play a low card from 
each hand, hoping to find either 
defender with a doubleton king- 
queen. However, there its a bet- 
terpercentage play. 

When you first tackle the 
suit, lead low from dummy. If 
your right-hand opponent pro- 
duces a high honor, you should 
lead the jack next, hoping that 
your right-hand opponent 
started with honor-10 doubleton 
and that you will smother the 
ten while finessing against the 
remaining honor. 

If your right-hand opponent 
plays low when you lead the 
suit from dummy, finesse the 
nine. Assume this loses to the 
king or queen. When you regain 
the lead, you again play the 
jack, in the hope that your 
right-hand opponent started 
with 10-x. 

Don't be too sanguine about 
your chances of holding your 
trump losers to one. The odds 
are only about 16 percent that 
this line of play will succeed.
